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DEDICATION OF THE 2002 ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 


This year, it is the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen to dedicate Hadley’s 2002 Annual Town Report to 
Alexandra Dawson Chairman of the Conservation Commission. 


Alexandra’s record of service—both locally and throughout the Commonwealth—is long and impressive. In 
recognition of hey many accomplishments and devotion to environmental action and education, the governor 
declared September 9, 2001, “Alexandra Dawson Day.” An event in her honor on that day was attended by 
environmentalists from across the state and region. She was presented with tributes, awards and citations from 
Congress by John Olver, members of the Massachusetts House and Senate, the Secretary of the Executive Office of 


Environmental Affairs, and many friends and colleagues who have worked with her over the years, enjoying her 
humor and her passion for the law and the environment. 


Alexandra Dawson was brought up on a 300 acre farm in Maryland and also lived in New York City, New Mexico, 
and Colorado. A Massachusetts resident for forty years, she moved to Hadley in 1980. To audiences everywhere, 
she refers fondly of Hadley as “my town” when she speaks as a sought-after expert lecturer on environmental issues 
ranging from Title 5 and septic regulations, forest cutting practices and wetlands protection to planning, zoning and 
highway design. 


She graduated from Milton Academy, Barnard College and Harvard Law School. After seven years with a 
commercial law firm, she joined the Conservation Law Foundation, a public interest law firm in Boston and later 
worked. for the Metropolitan Area Planning Council, a regional planning agency serving 101 towns in the Boston 
area. For thirty years, she has practiced only in the areas of environmental and land-use law and has served on 
many state committees, helping to write legislation and regulations that serve to protect resources for future 
generations. 


She has taught courses in many colleges and universities, including Tufts and U-Mass, and for fourteen years 
directed the graduate program in Resource Management at Antioch University Graduate School in Keene, N.H. She 
has published many articles and a book called Land Use Planning and the Law, as well as several editions of a 
manual for Massachusetts conservation commissioners. She runs a “hotline” giving free legal advice on 
conservation matters on behalf of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissioners which has become 
the primary legal environmental resource used by volunteers and professionals across the state. She runs a hotline 
giving free legal advice on conservation matters on behalf of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions, of which she is past president, and current Director of Legal Affairs. She chairs the Joint 
Transportation Committee for PVPC and serves of the Massachusetts Highway Department’s Design Issues 
Working Group providing local perspectives and environmental and legal expertise as this group attempts to 
improve state highway policies relating to rural roads. 


Alexandra has served on the Hadley Conservation Commission for many years; she is currently its Chairperson. 
She has also served on a number of town committees, and is active in the preservation of agricultural land in the 
town and is an active member of the Kestrel Trust, a regional land trust working to protect the historic scenic and 
natural resources of the Valley. She writes a monthly column for the Daily Hampshire Gazette and has been a 
frequent contributor to other publications including The Sierran, Massachusetts Audubon Society’s Sanctuary 
Magazine, and the MACC Newsletter. 


About the Dawson Fund: As part of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commission’s celebration of its 40" anniversary, The Alexandra Dawson Legal Education and 
Action Fund was established to recognize Alexandra’s vital place in the environmental 
community and to ensure that her legacy of public service will continue far into the future. For 
over three decades, attorney Alexandra Dawson has served the citizens of the Commonwealth 
with unwavering devotion to the law, the environment, and the principles of fair, open discussion 
and reasonable compromise. Alexandra’s generosity as a leader, scholar, researcher, teacher and 
friend are well known, well documented and unsurpassed. Her goals are transparent: to achieve 
lasting legal protection for open space, wetlands, air and water and all life that depends upon 
them. Her humor, clarity, and ferocious devotion to the law in all its elegance and perplexing 
intricacy has sustained and directed MACC in its efforts to assist Conservation Commissions and 
the public in maintaining and restoring a healthy environment. She continues to inspire 
colleagues, public officials, and the general public with her dedication and attention to the details 
of environmental law, regulations and current issues. 


e Many of the activities and programs widely associated with MACC are possible through 
the generosity of attorneys like Alexandra who provide pro bono consultation and written 
commentary. Recognizing that this free time and advice must be supplemented, the 
MACC Board of Directors has created The Alexandra Dawson Legal Education and 
Action Fund to increase MACC’s capacity to play a constructive leadership role. 
Actions undertaken with support from the fund might include activities such as, 


e intervening or otherwise initiating legal action consistent with MACC purposes; 
e providing direct advocacy on legislative and regulatory issues and eventually 
creating a position such as advocacy director or staff attorney; 
updating legal and scientific aspect of MACC handbook; 
e furnishing legal advice through the MACC Helpline including consultation 
about and interpretation of statutes, case law, and other legal developments 
including direct advice and counsel to conservation commissions; 
e developing forms and models, e.g. bylaws, regulations, conservation restrictions; 
reviewing proposed or revised wetlands bylaws and regulations; 
¢ commenting upon proposed regulations and legislation of governmental actions.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 
To the Citizens of Hadley 


Hadley, like most of the 351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth has had to operate under 
stringent fiscal constraints. This meant that your Board has devoted a great deal of time 
searching for grants and various ways to raise money without putting a great strain on our tax 
payers. 


Members of you Board have made several trips to Boston to talk with legislators on ways to 
increase funding. (i.e. the meals tax). We have been active in other areas as well. 
The watershed group to investigate the condition of Lake Warner, and applying for grants 
Completion of North Hadley Hall 
Hadley Hey Days where a group of citizens talked about our community 
Completion of the North Hadley Bridge 
Contract negotiations with the Town Administrator and the Police Chief

Many of these events did not use town funds, but were sponsored by concerned citizens. 


Board members are also involved with local, regional, and state wide organizations to 
represent your community to other constituencies. 


We wish to thank our very dedicated town employees and our capable group of committee 
volunteers for all their efforts. 


We also thank you the citizens for your patience and understanding in these tough fiscal times. 


To paraphrase an early Roman philosopher, “Don’t ask what Hadley can do for you, but ask 
what you can do for Hadley. 


Together we can weather the stormy times ahead. 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN ADMNISTRATOR 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 
As 2003 gets underway, with all its fiscal uncertainty and challenges, it is important to look back and 
reflect on accomplishments. We often forget what we have accomplished in daily routines. And in 


the face of what appears to be insurmountable obstacles, it is pleasant to know that we have indeed 
crossed some hurdles. Here are some 2002 accomplishments I would like to share with you: 


In early 2002, funding was in place for cleaning the town’s records in the storage vault in the cellar 
of town hall. Mold had permeated most of these archives. Members of the Historical Commission 
spent many hours sorting and cataloging these records in preparation of their removal and cleaning. 
My office coordinated the record cleaning, cleaning the vault itself, purchase and installation of 
dehumidifier with pump for perpetual operation and drainage, and installation of a hygrometer to 
monitor humidity levels. We hope this effort will keep these archives free of mold and ensure their 
preservation for future generations. 


My office coordinated a goal setting in June for the Board of Selectmen. Town departments were 
asked to identify their concerns and priorities, they gave presentations to the Selectmen, who 
established priorities. I have used this document to direct my energies in activities outside my 
regular responsibilities. 


One example of a high priority project was obtaining compliance with the Administrative Consent 
Order issued in 2002 by the Department of Environmental Protection. The DEP, over several years, 
had determined the transfer station was out of compliance with its permit and state regulations. The 
ACO was issued early in 2002 and provided for a series of fines for non-compliance. The town paid 
$2,000 in fines, but the remaining $13,000 in fines would be waived if the town met a series of 
deadlines for compliance. My office spent considerable time coordinating compliance measures, 
monitoring progress and ensuring timelines were met. Finally, the last deadline, January 2, 2003, 
was met when the engineer’s certification of the plan was filed at the Registry of Deeds on 
December 31. With this filing, the town has met the required conditions and if these conditions 
continue to be met until January 2004, the town will not have to pay the $13,000 fine. ; 


In 2001, town firefighters and firefighters from all over the region battled a wildfire on the Mt. 
Holyoke Range. My office applied to Representative Flavin in 2002 for reimbursement of our costs 
for this blaze. Representative Flavin filed special legislation and in December the town received 
reimbursement of more than $14,000. 


In June the town prepared to issue bonds for debt on several completed projects and purchases, 
including dike repair, farm land preservation, refinancing of sewer plant debt at a lower rate, among 
others. We felt this was an opportune time to review the town’s bond rating in anticipation of 
lowered interest rates and to position the town favorably for the future. We have developed a 
strategy that pays off (amortizes) debt rapidly so that we can take on additional projects as they arise 
and not have accumulated debt payments over the years. As part of this process, rating agencies are 
invited to the town (in our case Moody’s and Standard and Poors), and given a presentation and tour. 
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The role of the Town Administrator is to answer in great detail, over the course of several hours, 
questions posed by the rating teams about the operations of the town, it’s reserves, bargaining unit 
contracts, growth, budget process, organization, fiscal philosophy and any and every area of 
operations or organization affecting the financial condition of the town. It is an exhaustive process 
and one that requires considerable preparation. I am happy to report that Hadley received an A+ 
rating from S&P, and a “positive outlook” on it’s A2 Moody’s rating (reinforcing an earlier rating of 
A2 and suggesting the town was preparing for the fiscal problems looming on the horizon at the state 
level.) The notes were sold at an average rate of 3.1%, a highly favorable rate to pay on the $1.29 
million borrowing. 


In my capacity as Town Administrator, I also work closely with many volunteer boards and 
committees. During 2002, I assisted the Long Range Planning Committee in obtaining $5,500 in 
donations and $5,000 in grant funds to carry on their important work. I also coordinated submission 
of warrant articles and budgets from various town boards and committees. When National 
Evaluation Systems moved to University Park, I asked if the town could have their old office 
furniture. My office contacted many departments about their office furnishing needs and coordinated 
the selection and transport of thousands of dollars worth of office furniture from the old NES site in 
Amherst to several town offices and buildings. As a result, many offices have an updated and more 
professional look. And when the sewer line replacement project on Route 9 hit a snag due to a 
unique state permit requirement, my office assisted by obtaining the necessary performance bond so 
the project could proceed. 


I spent many hours in 2002 and early 2003 preparing an updated and comprehensive property and 
liability RFP and related materials, so the town can seek competitive quotes for insurance for FY04. 
Rates skyrocketed unexpectedly in FY03, so the Board of Selectmen requested that the town 
undergo a formal RFP process this year. The supporting material for the RFP includes 
comprehensive information about capital equipment, fixed assets, vehicles, hardware, software and 
components, traveling sports teams, recreation trips, etc — material that must be compiled from every 
department. This information is attached to the RFP and used by insurers to prepare quotes. 


Another responsibility now being undertaken by the Town Administrator is annual submission of a 
Request for Certification under Executive Order 418, which requires the town to commit to creating 
affordable housing or risk loss of grants. In 2002, the town again received Certification. During this 
process, I realized that with the completion of the Windfield projects, the town has met another 
standard, Chapter 40B Housing Inventory. This statute requires communities to achieve a goal of 
10% low/moderate income housing. The entire Windfield project counts toward this goal. I 
requested a revised count from the Department of Housing and Community Development and, in 
January 2003, the town was notified that we had exceeded the 10% goal: we now have 12.2% LMI 
housing. By achieving this goal, the town has insulated itself against developers seeking to build 
similar projects and thus impacting town services. 


My office also works with outside groups with interest in, or affecting, the town. 
The Town Administrator serves on the River Crossing Committee, along with two selectmen, 
representing Hadley, as the state and regional entities examine traffic issues affecting the Coolidge 
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Bridge and bridges in Sunderland and South Hadley. I also try to keep abreast of Route 9 road 
construction projects, their schedules and the impact these may have on the town. 


An area of interest to me over the years has been Lake Warner and it’s declining water quality. 
While the town does not own the lake nor the dam, it is clearly an important town feature and 
resource. I have kept in touch with Valley Land Fund over the years, owners of the lake and dam, 
contacting them as possible grants come across my desk. Happily, a new initiative this year, the 
Lake/Watershed Stewardship Program, became available and I was happy to assist VLF in 
coordinating the initial meetings and providing assistance to launch the project. The first grant is 
completed and another grant has been obtained to move the study to next phase. I look forward the 
progress of VLF and its citizen committee in working toward improving the quality of this important 


town resource. 


One of the most important roles of the Town Administrator is that of chief fiscal coordinator. The 
town has no finance director, as many larger communities do. Various fiscal and fiduciary functions 
are scattered among several elected and appointed officials. I spend countless hours coordinating, 
assembling and processing this information, bringing it together and presenting it a comprehensive 
yet understandable format. I also look at ways to reduce costs without reducing services and at 
potential revenues sources, such as the home rule petition to implement a 3% meals tax. This 
information is the foundation on which the budget is developed. This work has been increasingly 
complicated over the past two years by uncertainty of the state’s finances, the changing dynamics of 
the economy and numerous unpredictable factors. I expect that more and more time will be devoted 
to monitoring and managing this information, as our community tries to cope with and seek solutions 
to reduced state aid. The challenge for all of us will be to continue working cooperatively together to 
meet the needs and aspirations of our community. 


I want to express appreciation to the employees and officials of the Town for their cooperation and 
dedication. I am continually impressed by the professionalism delivered by the town’s small staff 
and many volunteers.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAYAND WATER DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY 


The Town of Hadley Highway Department had a very busy year. Even with all the budget 
constraints, the Highway Department was still able to accomplish the following projects: 


The following roads were resurfaced or repaired in 2002 using Chapter 90 money: 


Blacktopped: 
Northeast side of West Street, Newton Lane 


Stone Sealed: 
Comins Road, Mill Valley Road, Huntington Road, East Hadley Road, Breckenridge Road 


Crack Sealed: 
Farm Lane, a section of Shattuck Road, Bay Road, and Bay Road Extension 


Chapter 90 funds have been significantly reduced over the past few years, these cuts have strictly 
limited the extent of maintenance and roadwork the Town of Hadley was able to achieve. Many roads 
and other essential town projects were left undone due to depleted budget accounts. 


December of 2002 was one of the snowiest we have seen in recent years. Snow totals in some areas of 
Hadley reached two feet and the duration of the storms has exhausted all snow removal accounts 
including gas, diesel, vehicle repair and maintenance accounts. I would like to thank the people of 
Hadley for their understanding and patience during these difficult financial times. In addition, with 
more budgets cuts for the next fiscal year services will be depleted even more. Other projects using 
municipal funding include the maintenance of town ditches, ball fields, and the West Street Common. 


Thirty trees were removed from different locations and replanted with trees from the towns own 
Elementary School Nursery. On Friday, August 2, 2002, a strong windstorm knocked down trees on 
River Drive, East Hadley Road, Laurana Lane, Hawley Road, East and Middle Streets. The young 
trees in the town’s nursery are the future replacement trees for the trees that have been cut down. The 
nursery is cared for by Highway & Water Department employees. Maintenance includes pruning, 
fertilizing the trees and mowing the area surrounding the nursery. In addition to the nursery, the town 
tends and cares for town’s older trees by trimming and removing deadwood, this attention helps to 
maintain and conserve one of Hadley’s most precious resources. The Shade Tree Committee has 
continued to work very hard preserving these old and very prestigious trees therefore maintaining the 
towns’ historic integrity and scenic beauty for future generations to enjoy. 


Other duties of the Highway Department include painting lines, sweeping roads, installation and 
removal of snow fences, repairing catch basins, grading dirt roads and other essential seasonal duties. 
Improvements include the installation of a drain line and catch basins on Newton Lane. 


The bridge in the center of North Hadley was finally completed and many towns’ people turned out 
for the bridge reopening. The new bridge will significantly benefit the Town of Hadley and I would 
like to add that the town is asking the State for its help rebuilding the Bay Road Bridge over the Fort 
River and to inspect all other town owned bridges. 

Water Department experienced a major leak by the pumping station on Mt. Warner Road. The leak 
was repaired on Wednesday, March 13, 2002; the leak was discovered by Water Department personal 
after looking for possible leaks in the water system due to an unusual increase of water being pumped. 
The amount of water that was 70 gallons per minute or 100,000 per day, which was a good deal more 
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than our usual average for the winter period. This extremely large leak caused the Water Department 
to exceed its registered withdrawal amount, triggering a notice of non-compliance for surpassing the 
amount of water that the town is able to pump for all the town wells. 


Therefore, a water conservation plan was placed into effect and monthly pumping records were 
required to be mailed to the Department of Environmental Protection by Wednesday, December 4, 
2002. Consequently, the Department of Environmental Protection conducted a sanitary survey for 
Hadley’s the water system. The survey included inspection of Water tanks, wells, record keeping and 
revenue earnings. In addition, the backflow and leak detection program were discussed at length. 


Water applications taken out for new homes or businesses in 2002 totaled 17. 
Gallons of Water pumped in 2002 were 281,381,100 million. 

Backflow devices tested by the Water Department were 144. 

Total number of existing Water services in Hadley is 2,095. 


Mailed out along with the Water bills were the annual Consumer Confidence Report and a brochure 
with some water conservation tips and a water drop ruler. 


The water system was tested for the following: nitrates, monthly coliform testing, secondary 
contaminants and VOC testing. The Hadley Water Department is in complete compliance with all the 
states drinking water regulations for 2002. 


The Town was pleased to receive a grant for 15K from the Department of Environmental Protection 
to install a new fence around the Mt. Warner Road well field to help safeguard the towns’ drinking 
water supply. The Water Department also received a second grant from the Department of 
Environmental Protection for 20K for a public education and outreach program. 


The Mt. Warner water tanks were inspected by Underwater Solutions diving team, which inspected 
the inside and the outside to determine the condition of the tanks. The inspection showed that the 
water tanks were in good condition but need to be painted in the future. We installed a new ladder 
gate on one of the tanks to prevent anyone from climbing up the tank causing damage and to avoid 
any injuries. 


I would like to thank all of the Highway and Water Department employees for their dedication and 
hard work. They demonstrate exceptional commitment in maintaining the town’s roads throughout 
this extraordinarily cold and snowy winter. I would also like to extend my sincere appreciation for all 
the support and cooperation from the people of Hadley. Additionally I would like to reassure our 
town’s residents that we will continue to provide services to the best of our ability even with all the 
budget shortfalls.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Hadley Wastewater Treatment Plant received 104 million gallons in 2002 to be treated. The plant 
also took in 467 loads of septage. Out of town septage accepted were 308,017 gallons. Out of town 
users paid to the Town of Hadley $30,800 for receiving and treating their septage. In town users also 
added another 209,000 gallons for an additional $20,900. This added income is used to expand and 
repair the collection pipeline system without putting the construction costs on to the sewer users. This 
added income has also helped keep our annual budget increases to a minimum. 


107 loads, totaling 963,000 gallons of sludge were shipped by Cassela Transportation for dewatering and 
incineration. 


Approximately 2.0 miles of pipeline were cleaned using Town equipment and personnel. Many manholes 
were also inspected as well as all new sewer service installations. All pump station wet-wells were 
inspected and cleaned this year. Also a 34-foot diameter clarifier was drained and cleaned. All metal 
equipment in that tank was scraped and painted and all necessary repairs were made to all the moving 
parts. 


A sewer pipeline collapse occurred on Rt-9 in 2001 and its repair lead to the discovery that a long length 
of pipeline needs to be replaced. In the fall of 2002 the Sewer Department replaced this 300-foot section 
of pipe along with another 300- foot section on Route -9. 


Nine new entrance permits were taken out in 2002. Six were for houses; three were for commercial use. 
This Department would like to thank the Town Administrator and the Highway Department employees 


for assisting us with any projects that require more manpower than we have on staff. Two full time 
employees and one part-timer take care of the Waste Water Treatment Plant and ten pump stations.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMAN AND THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


During the past year we have strived to serve our citizens and the general public in an 
efficient manner. The continued growth in town and increase in traffic continues to put 
new demands for service upon the police department. 


As we closed our year, we noted a 6% increase in calls for service, with the total number 
of calls at 6,868. Inclusive of these calls were 159 arrests, 403 accidents, and over 369 
incidents that required investigation. In addition we received one thousand six hundred 
and forty nine 911 calls, which represented a 5% increase over the previous year. To 
prepare the department for terrorism responses, we have improved in many ways. First 
we are members of the Statewide Anti Terrorism Unified Response Network. This will 
enable us to work closely with other agencies and will provide an exchange of 
information. The Executive Office of Public Safety has also awarded my department a 
grant in the amount of $15, 500 for equipment to combat terrorism. The Hadley Police 
Department was also chosen as a satellite site for portable radios purchased by the 
Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency. These radios will be used by our 
department and others, and will enable us to have direct radio communications with other 
agencies that we never had before. This will prove to be very valuable in the time of an 
emergency. 


We have also continued our various programs with the school. In an effort to prepare for 
any type of critical incident that would affect our school children, I have worked with 
both the elementary and high school principals to prepare plans so the safety of our 
children would be a priority. During the year, drills in both schools were conducted 
where all the employees of the school system from teachers to janitors, would respond to 
insure the safety of the children. I was very pleased with the response from all of the 
school employees especially when drills were conducted unannounced. Our school 
children also deserve praise for their response to insure their safety if the need came 
about. We are also attempting to continue the DARE program in the elementary school 
despite the funding cut by the state. Private donations will currently support this 
program. 


In November, we received a $10,000 grant to fund our efforts within the total Community 


Policing Program. Our bicycle patrol and various programs with our senior citizens will 
continue. 
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Late in the year, I received a $7000 grant from the Governors Highway Safety Bureau. 
These monies will enforce traffic violations including seatbelts, speeding and operating 
under the influence during certain designated times and will continue into 2003. A 
portion of this grant was also awarded for the purchase of traffic enforcement equipment. 


I would like to remind everyone of the police department’s web site. At the site you may 
view the police log for a week and read various messages. Also we invite you to e-mail 
us with any problems or concerns that we may serve you better. 

In closing, I would like to thank the citizens of Hadley for their support and the area 
police departments for their assistance during the year 2002.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


During the past year the Department responded to 264 incidents. The Department 
responded Mutual Aid to Amherst twice, Pelham once, and Granby once. We received 
Mutual Aid from Amherst once. 


The Department participated in Safety Day at Hampshire Mall, Hadley Hay Day, and the 
Fourth of July parade in Amherst. We also escorted the 9-11 float through the town from 
Northampton to Amherst. The Department has installed brackets on telephone poles on 
many streets in town. We put up and took down the American Flags on several holidays 
throughout the year. 


We have used out Thermal Imager Camera a number of times to locate hot spots in walls 
and ceilings. The camera was also used to assist the Police Department with search for 
missing people. We received Federal Grant money with which we purchased new Wild 
Fire gear. We also updated the emergency lighting on E-2 and E-4. 


After September 1 hi there have been many classes on terrorism, and decontamination 
etc. Many of my officers and firemen have attended such classes. We have held many 
classes in house on pump training, air packs, jaws, and rescue equipment, which are 
forever ongoing and updated. , 
The Massachusetts Fire Academy came and held a two-day class on Rapid Intervention 
Teams and a two-day class on Emergency Vehicle Operations. 

We also held training classes on Walley Street and at the Country Bell Motel before the 
buildings were demolished. 


We have had numerous calls at Windfield Senior Estates and Housing. We are holding 
meetings, and supply them with handouts on safe operation of stoves and other items to 
resolve this problem. 


In closing I would like to thank all the personnel who responded to emergencies during 
the year 2002 and I want to thank their wives and families for allowing them to 
participate. I want to thank the people of Hadley young and old for their support, cards 
and letters, and pictures thanking us for being there for them.

TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Town experienced another year of large growth. Some of the business that was of new construction 
was Cumberland Farms, The new Courthouse, Econolodge, and the completion of both the National 
Evaluations Systems and the Windfield Family housing projects. With the signing of the new Target store 
and the demolition of the K Mart store, this fall was very busy with the relocation of six of the existing 
stores within the Hampshire Mall. All of the stores had to be relocated within a very short timeframe, 
which required many late night and weekend inspections, but the end result was worth the inconvenience. 
There was an unusually large number of demolition permits this year. One demo permit was for the old 
Cumberland Farms building. Another was for an old house, a small office building and for an old 
garage/barn to make way for the courthouse. The largest demo was for the K Mart store. 


I hope all of you can venture up to the second floor of the Town hall to see our new-used office furniture 
that was so graciously donated to us by National Evaluation Systems. With their generosity not only does 
the office look professional but it also has made for much improved efficiency. I wish to thank N.E.S. 
again for the furniture. Thank You. 


A total of 267 building permits were issued for this year. $139,866.08 was collected in permit fees. The 
Town waived a total of $782.50 in fees for work incurred on town owned buildings. Fifty-four (54) 
annual inspections were performed. Annual inspections include life and safety type inspections of 
schools, motels, restaurants, and other assembly type buildings. A sum of $1,856.00 was collected in 
these fees, with another $640.00 of fees waived for town owned buildings. Twenty-one (21) non-criminal 
tickets were issued throughout the year. These tickets, which are similar to parking tickets, are issued for 
zoning violations. The Town collected $577.00 in fines. Nine (9) of the tickets were warnings with no 
fines. Most of the tickets were fines of $25.00, but three were for $100.00 each for repeat offences. Most 
of the violations were for unregistered junk vehicles or for improper business signs. One Life-Safety fine 
of $1000.00 was issued to a retail store for locking a fire exit door. This type of offense was extremely 
serious. In the future any fire exit door that is found locked and obstructed will be met with similar 


results.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
TO THE SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Planning Board experienced about the same level of Site Plan Approval (SPA) activity as 
compared to 2001. The new Village Overlay has begun to show its value this past year; the 
rebuilt Cumberland Farms building and the new courthouse are two examples of the intent of 
the overlay district. The Transfer of Development Rights Bylaw has also been put to use this 
year with one developer (new Econo Lodge) depositing about $50,000 in the Town’s APR 
account in exchange for a slightly more dense site use. 


Flag Lot applications remained at about the same level as in prior years. 


The Board received one preliminary application for a 50-lot residential subdivision off of 
Moody Bridge Road, and one for approximately a 50 lot subdivision off of Shattuck Road 
(this actually combined two 6 lot subdivisions submitted in 2001). The Board approved one 8 
lot subdivision off a Hockanum Road (preliminary plan filed in 2002) is still awaiting 
disposition.

TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


In the past year, we have seen a large increase in West Nile Virus. Not only has the 
disease swept across the country, but it has infected many species of birds and animals. 
West Nile was previously only found in crows and horses. In 2002, West Nile was found 
in all types of birds from song birds to eagles. West Nile was found in horses and dogs. 
Many people have contracted it and several died. We must be ever vigilant in the coming 
year. Avoid mosquito breeding grounds and bites. Continue to report dead birds to me. 

I will dispose of the birds and if need be, have them tested. 


In 2002 I have quarantined several dogs and cats in town. The dogs were quarantined for 
biting people. This is a four day quarantine. The cats were quarantined for either 45 
days or 6 months. The difference in quarantine time is due to updated rabies 
vaccinations. I remind all of you to get your cats vaccinated. All cats must be 
quarantined if they suffer a wound or bite of unknown origin. 


In 2002 we had a rabies clinic on April 6". The clinic held at the Town of Hadley 
Highway garage, was well attended. Dr. Ted Diamond generously helped us out. We 
will try again this year, hopefully on April 5". 


In December I counted and inspected all the farm animals in town.

@ REPORT OF THE HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The Historical Commission continued its participation in the review process for new 
commercial buildings in Hadley by reviewing ten site plans. The Commission makes 
recommendations on the exterior appearance of new buildings, the lighting, plantings and 
landscaping. 


In May, the Commission accepted with regret the resignation of member Sally Farnham. 
She was replaced on the Commission by Mitziko Sawada and an alternate, Kenneth 
Foley, was added. The Commission welcomed both of them. 


We continued to pursue grants this past year. One, in conjunction with the Historical 
Society, was the Research Inventory grant, which we secured. With the work of Dr.Marla 
Miller, a Hadley resident, the historic documents on the second floor of the Library were 
inventoried for the Historical Society and a finding tool was developed. A second grant 
for work on trees in the North Hadley Cemetery was not received because of the lack of 
state funding for the grant program. At this writing, we are preparing to submit a third 
grant application that would enable us to lead an effort in collaboration with municipal 
offices, churches, private organizations and local clubs that would document all historic 
records in town held by many groups and individuals. We will not know until June if this 
application will result in a grant. 


In the meantime, we continue to organize documents stored in the downstairs vault at the 
Town Hall. Sent out for cleaning after mold was discovered, they have been returned. We 
will organize them, place them in acid-free archival boxes and develop a finding tool. 


In October, we participated in the first Hadley History Day by having a display of some 
documents and letters at the Porter-Phelps-Huntington House and by conducting bus 
tours of the West Street Common and, under Fred Oakley’s guidance, at the Old Hadley 
Cemetery. 


The Commission has also lent its support to “A Conference on Hadley History in the 17" 
Century” which will be held this May 3 at the Renaissance Center at the University of 
Massachusetts. 


In conclusion, this past year has been a busy one for the Commission yet much work 
remains to be done to preserve the history of the town as the well as the protection of its 
historic resources.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN TO THE AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Council on Aging is a municipally appointed volunteer board authorized under Massachusetts 
General Laws. Major responsibilities of this Department include setting of local policy for the 
administration of elder programs and services; identifying the total needs of the community’s elder 
population; developing, promoting, and implementing services to meet these needs; serving as an 
advocate for elders; and educating the community-at-large about these needs and resources. The ultimate 
goal is to improve the quality of life of Hadley’s approximately 1278 residents 60 years of age and over 
in order for them to remain active and independent in their own community. 


This Council on Aging consists of seven volunteers appointed by the Board of Selectmen. During 2002 
we welcomed Elsie Andrews and Elizabeth Thayer to the board filling the vacancies created by the 
resignations of Velma Kentfield and Denise Swartz. Our full-time Senior Services Director Jane 
Wagenbach Booth was assisted with office operations on a regular part-time basis by Kathy Fiske and on 
occasion by Ann Gelinas. Other individuals who provided office coverage included Rita Bishko and 
Claire Wagenbach. Part-time van drivers Adolph Pipczynski, James Kentfield, Margaret Tudryn, Jane 
Nevinsmith, and Richard Trueswell assisted in meeting the transportation needs of our residents. 


During 2002—our third full year of residence at the Senior Community Center at Hooker School—a wide 
variety of programs and activities were provided including the following: General information, referral 
and social support services to elders and their families; Health services—monthly blood pressure and 
blood sugar clinics, foot care clinics, ear hygiene clinics, and an annual health fair and flu shot clinic; 
Fitness opportunities—yoga classes, a walking club, tai chi classes, and exercise equipment availability 
including two treadmills; Educational services—computer classes, a computer lab, basket making classes, 
painting classes, museum trips, a bimonthly newsletter, educational materials, and consumer protection 
programs; Financial services—health benefits counseling, income tax assistance, fuel assistance and 
pharmacy program application support, and cable senior discount verification; Social/ recreational 
services—game room availability with pool and ping pong tables, weekly bingo, cards, and other games, 
a polka class, movies, monthly birthday celebrations, a holiday party, an international pot luck dinner, a 
summer polka concert, and a spaghetti supper; Recognition services—an annual volunteer recognition 
and participation in the Presidential Birthday Greetings program; Elderly and handicapped transportation 
services—for medical appointments, trips to the senior center, semimonthly trips for shopping, luncheons, 
shows, and to destinations such as Mystic Seaport, Lake Winnipesaukee, Rockport, Salem’s House of the 
Seven Gables, the Von Trapp Lodge, The Mount in Lenox, the Eastern States Exposition, Springfield’s 
Bright Nights, and the New England Spring Flower Show. 


Through the S.H.I.N.E. Program (Serving Health Information Needs of Elders), health benefits 
counseling was provided by Gladys Kozera and Anne Keppler. Nick Leras provided income tax 
assistance through the AARP Tax Aide Program that is supported by the Internal Revenue Service and 
the Massachusetts Department of Revenue. With funding from the Pioneer Valley Transit Authority van 
service continued to be available to those elder and handicapped individuals unable to use the regular bus 
service. The Council on Aging van was utilized to provide for additional needs unmet by the P.V.T.A.- 
funded program. The Annual Health Fair and Flu Shot Clinic offered in conjunction with the Board of 
Health and Town Nurse Patricia Osip provided 274 flu shots, 50 cholesterol screenings, 42 blood sugar 
screenings, 66 blood pressure screenings, 24 ear hygiene screenings, and 12 foot care screenings. In 
cooperation with the Council and under the leadership of Merle Buckhout, the Hadley TRIAD/S.A.L.T. 
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Council (Seniors And Law Enforcement Together) continued to encourage participation in the Number 
Please Program whereby reflective house number signs are installed at residences to assist emergency 
personnel in finding homes more efficiently. The S.A.L.T. Council worked to complete the park bench 
installation project funded by the TRIAD Community Development Initiative of the Hampshire County 
Sheriff's Office. Free smoke detectors, carbon monoxide detectors, and batteries were offered to 
Hadley’s senior citizens also through funding from the Hampshire County Sheriff's Office. The ongoing 
support of TRIAD Project Coordinator Chris Geffin and Deputy Sheriff David Fenton is most 
appreciated. We are also grateful to William Banack and the Hampshire County Deputy Sheriff's 
Uniformed Division for installation of Number Please Signs and to the Hadley Fire Department for the 
installation of the smoke and carbon monoxide detectors. Additional educational programs offered this 
year included a Senior Tax Workshop by the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, a Safe Driving for 
Elders Program by the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, and an AARP 55 Alive Driver Safety 


Program. 


Support of our efforts came from a variety of sources and in various forms. Financial support to this 
Department was provided by the Town, through grants from the Massachusetts Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs, Highland Valley Elder Services, and the Wal-Mart Foundation, by resident donations, and 
through program fees. The Hadley Cultural Council was able to provide the majority of the funding 
necessary for our second all-community Summer Polka Concert with the Eddie Forman Orchestra. Many 
generous material donations were also received from residents and local businesses. It is very important 
to note that Councils on Aging are dependent upon volunteer service in order to successfully provide such 
a wide range of programming. Between July 2001 and June 2002 one hundred and ten individuals 
contributed an estimated 4,489 hours of volunteer service valued at $69,086! 


This Council worked cooperatively with many service agencies and organizations in an effort to better 
serve Hadley’s residents. Volunteer and paid staff members participated in events sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Association of Council on Aging and Senior Center Directors, the Western Massachusetts 
Association of Councils on Aging, the Northern Tier Paratransit Advisory Committee, S.H.I.N.E., and 
TRIAD. Intergenerational program or service activities were conducted in conjunction with the “Brown 
Bag Girls” from Hopkins Academy with guidance from Karen Jones, and 6th grade members of Girl 
Scout Troop #181 under the leadership of Paula Barstow, 7th grade members of Girl Scout Troop #268 
under the leadership of Rebecca Zak, and 3rd grade members of Girl Scout Troop #277 under the 
leadership of Karen Perley. 


Highland Valley Elder Services provided a variety of services to Hadley's senior citizens including the 
congregate lunch (4,365 meals) and home delivered meals (13,048 meals) nutrition program—an increase 
of 3067 meals over the 2001 count. The Monday through Friday congregate lunch program at the Senior 
Center continued to be dependent upon the volunteer assistance of the participants who assumed 
responsibility for the majority of the day-to-day duties of the program. 


In addition to the specific programs and activities of the Council on Aging, the Senior Community Center 
at Hooker School provided a site for the Western Massachusetts Food Bank’s Food for Elders surplus 
food distribution program, the congregate meal program of Highland Valley Elder Services, State 
Representative Nancy Flavin’s monthly Hadley office hours, meetings of the P.V.T.A. Northern Tier 
Advisory Committee, the Town Nurse’s medical equipment loan closet, cable access operations, Pioneer 
Valley Performing Arts High School class instruction, an art studio, and many meetings of Town boards, 
departments, and committees. During the year the facility was also utilized for a variety of informational 
forums, private parties, and meetings of local organizations such as the Massachusetts Senior Action 
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Council, the Massachusetts Teachers’ Association, the Alpine Garden Club, and the New England Tool 
Collectors Association. 


The Council also oversees the awarding of the Boston Post Gold Cane presented since 1909 to the 
Town’s eldest resident. In March the Gold Cane was presented to Helen (Kokoski) Zuzgo who was born 
in Northampton on January 5, 1904 and at the age of three moved to Comins Road in Hadley. 


We are gratified by the expanding use of this Senior Community Center and continue to strive to further 
develop our program offerings. We are proud of the advancements made since our move here in 1999 
from a small office at the Town Hall. We thank our staff for their dedicated service, our Council 
volunteers for their generous donation of time and effort, and Town residents, businesses, and 
organizations for their support of our endeavors. 


It is with great pleasure that we serve the residents of Hadley from our offices at the Senior Community 
Center at 46 Middle Street. We are open Monday through Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. Inquiries 
from residents of all ages are welcome at 586-4023.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Hadley Cemetery committee would like to report to the residents of Hadley that the 
committee accomplished many things this past year. The cemetery committee drafted and 
completed contracts for the caretakers as well as the interment specialists. These were 
two areas in which the cemetery committee thought it best to draft policy and procedures 
for the protection of the caretakers and interment specialists as well as the town. We 
would like to thank the Select Board for their help and guidance in these matters. 

The committee also sought help from the Community Services Program directed by 
Hampshire County Sheriff Robert Garvey and Community Services Coordinator 
E.T.Mellor. Several times during the year, labor was provided resulting in some much 
needed straightening of gravestones in Olde Hadley Cemetery and massive clean-up 
efforts in Olde Hadley and North Hadley Cemeteries. A total of 125 gravestones in the 
Olde Hadley and the Plainville Cemeteries were reset. Twelve gravestones and another 
61 stones in North Hadley Cemetery were cleaned to remove accumulated moss and 
lichens that were defacing the inscriptions 


The Cemetery Committee expressed appreciation to Jessie Black ,Jimmy Costa, Michael 
DiCola Jr, who did a tremendous amount of work in cleaning and resetting stones at 
Plainville cemetery. A photograph of this hard working cadre was put on Hadley’s 
Channel 5. 


The committee also did more inventory work recording gravestone inscriptions, and plot 
records. As a consequence, the committee has closed the sale of lots in the Hockanum, 
North Hadley and Plainville Cemeteries. It had become apparent from available records 
and other information that it was prudent to discontinue sales of plots where there were 
questions as to actual plot count. 


In cooperation with Greenfield and Holyoke Community Colleges’ Community Services 
Workshops, Fred Oakley of Hadley has conducted several Conservation Workshops in 
Olde Hadley Cemetery, instructing participants in basic conservation methods and 
practices.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


In the spring of 2002 the School Committee voted to allow School Choice students to attend 
Hopkins Academy. While the vote was not unanimous, the majority of the members felt that the 
time was right to open our doors to students from other communities. Approximately thirteen 
slots were made available in various grades at Hopkins Academy; however, we did not offer any 
openings at the elementary level where we are doing our best to keep class sizes small. By mid- 
summer we received more applications than we had openings for and found it necessary to put 
students on a waiting list. While the town will receive reimbursement from the state for each 
student attending under Choice, only time will tell how successful this program will be, or 
whether or not we will be able to offer openings in the future due to lack of space. 


Another significant change took place after the town election when we bid farewell to Mrs. 
Christine Sweklo and welcomed back veteran, Phyllis Milardo, and newcomer, Barbara Mathews 
to the board. The Committee, along with everyone and anyone who ever worked with Mrs. 
Sweklo, is most grateful to her for her fifteen years of outstanding service as a member of the 
Hadley School Committee. We cannot say enough about her numerous contributions over the 
years, and her dedication to the school district as a whole. Mrs. Sweklo’s educational expertise 
and strong leadership skills will be long admired, appreciated and greatly missed. 


In his second year as Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Young, is once again facing the challenge 
of running a school district on a level-funded school budget, or as I like to say, no-octane fuel. 
The only way to make ends meet is for the Superintendent to try and secure grant money to 
offset our budget shortfalls. Last year we were the beneficiaries of over $400,000 in grant funds. 
However, with the current local and state financial crises, grant money is harder to come by, 
which leaves the budgeting process even more precarious. It's been my experience that this can 
only go on for so long before the bottom falls out. As I said earlier, Choice students will bring 
some revenue into the town, but it certainly won't be enough to make ends meet. It has been an 
on-going challenge for our administrators to plan ahead, yet we know they remain optimistic and 
working extra hard to keep us moving forward, despite tight financial times. 


We extend our admiration and appreciation to our administrative team, Dr. Nicholas Young, 
Superintendent of Schools; Mr. William Mahoney, Principal of Hopkins Academy; Mr. Phil 
DiPietro, Hadley Elementary School Principal; and Mrs. Kathy Boyden, Director of Student 
Services. Our thanks, also, to Mrs. Carol Trane, the school's administrative assistant and 
secretary to the board. The School Committee is truly grateful to this special group of individuals 
for their day-to-day service to our school district and their commitment to excellence. 


As I offer my last annual report, having decided not to run for re-election after serving on your 

school committee for the past fifteen years, I would like to take this opportunity to remind the 

parents/guardians and the townspeople just how proud we should all be of our students, our 

school personnel, and our schools. Even though we are a small school system, I believe we are 

the best at what we do. Our students continue to shine. They outperform larger districts, time and

time again, on so many levels. Our teaching staff is second to none and each and every one of 
our academic support staff personnel enrich our programs immeasurably. Our custodial staff 
never fails to provide a clean, safe environment for our students to learn while our school 
secretaries are ever present to offer daily assistance on a multitude of levels. The cafeteria staff 
works hard to prepare nourishing meals for our students and our bus drivers take great care to 
provide safe transportation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY AND THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
I, herewith, submit my second Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools. 


It has been a privilege and an honor to serve as your Superintendent of Schools during 
this past year. Our school system continues to improve while providing the children of 
this community an excellent educational program and many supportive extra-curricular 
offerings. Sustaining and improving a school district requires the dedication and hard 
work of teachers, support staff, administrators, school committee members, school 
councils, PTO members, Mother’s Club members, parents, volunteers, community 
members, town employees and associated elected and appointed town officials. All 
should take great pride in the fact that through collaborative efforts, our collective school 
system received four impressive accolades this year: (1) the district received the overall 
highest rating in western Massachusetts on the Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Assessment Tests; (2) the Hadley Elementary School was the recipient of the William 
Edgerly Award for School Improvement, being singled out as one of ten schools in the 
state that made the greatest assessment score gains from the prior year; (3) the Special 
Education Department underwent an extensive special education and related support 
services audit from Massachusetts Department of Education officials and was found to 
offer top quality services within, as one auditor noted, an “extremely collegial and 
supportive environment where everyone is clearly invested in working on behalf of 
children”; and (4) the district was again found, by an independent group of Suffolk 
University professors who published the Beacon Hill Institute Report, to be offering a 
high quality education with comparably less fiscal resources than other communities. So, 
for all that those connected to our school system did to make our past year a huge 
success, I want to offer my sincere thanks. I also want you to know that your untold 
contributions and support of the Hadley Public Schools do not go unrecognized or 
unappreciated! 


In the interest of brevity, I will refer you to the individual principal reports for school 
updates. From my vantage point, I would like to overview some of the major events of 
the past year and broadly outline some of the challenges we will be facing in the coming 
year. 


The 2002/2003 school year started with the presence of overarching financial concerns, 
as the district was level funded (equating to a 0% increase) yet committed to maintaining 
personnel in order to provide the best possible serves to the deserving children of Hadley. 
Fortunately, we were able to reduce our non-personnel lines enough, and to seek 
sufficient external grant resources, to sustain our educational offerings, although it 
became obvious to all that future budget cycles were going to be even more challenging 
to navigate. 


The Massachusetts Department of Education, in concert with the U.S Department of 
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Education, released several daunting administrative requirements related to President 
Bush’s No Child Left Behind Act of 2001 in the past few months. While our district is 
considered by most recognized external standards to be high performing, we are now 
forced to complete lengthy documents that demonstrate this stated level of educational 
proficiency on the part of our students. While most educators agree with the under 
girding tenets of the new federal goals for children spelled out in this Act, namely that no 
child should receive a substandard education, the enormity of the bureaucracy that is 
inextricably linked to this legislation is burdensome for school districts. And, it is 
important to note that a paucity of resources followed those far-reaching new mandates. 
By way of one illustrative example, the district received, to support a major focus of the 
No Child Left Behind Act, only $578 in new technology grant funds to supposedly 
support expanded student access to technology; and those resources came only after 
completing a required technology plan and associated paperwork. Clearly consideration 
needs to be given to how to continue to improve schools without diverting efforts and 
resources to activities that do not directly and positively impact children in our 
classrooms. 


Like many school districts in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we continued as a 
school system this past year to improve and build upon our local curriculum by working 
toward a more complete alignment with approved and promulgated Massachusetts 
Department of Education frameworks. Last year I noted that curriculum alignment efforts 
are difficult because the state has yet to finalize what they believe should be taught in 
each grade in each subject. While some progress has been made in this area, the state has 
yet to fully meet their curriculum development responsibilities as outlined in the 
Education Reform Act of 1993. That said, our teachers are “staying the course” and 
working hard to keep our educational programs aligned with the current and, at times, 
changing state guidelines. District curriculum work will continue to be a multi-year 
initiative, and it remains highly dependent upon the timing and permanency of the 
Department of Education’s seemingly fluid standards and expectations of schools. 


Good stewardship of our buildings has remained important to us this past year. At 
Hopkins Academy, for example, we were able to modernize our middle school science 
classroom and to upgrade our chemistry lab to make it more capable of supporting 
science experiments that are integrally linked to that program and curriculum. 


As we look to the future in the face of dark economic forecasts around our nation, state 
and region, one cannot help but be concerned about the potential fiscal challenges and 
pitfalls that lay ahead us for the next two years. 


Personal Thanks and Gratitude 


As there are so many people who have done so much for the schools and for me 
personally this year, I am at a loss of how to acknowledge all of them. Suffice it to say 
that I am grateful for the support the faculty, support staff, administrative team, parents, 
school councils, school committee, community members, town officials, and town 
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employees have given me throughout the year. The district has become my second home 
and | feel fortunate to be able to work with such kind, capable and committed people. 
There are four people I would like to identify for special recognition: Mr. William 
Mahoney, Mrs. Kathleen Boyden, Mr. Phil DiPietro and Mrs. Carol Trane. Serving as an 
administrator in a public school system is both rewarding and challenging, and the 
characteristics and personalities of the people who work closest to you go a long way in 
determining the extent to which perceived difficulties can become opportunities. Each of 
these noted professionals work long hours with me, on behalf of the children in our 
district, to help ensure that the best possible school services are provided. I cannot tell 
you how many nights and weekends we have spent communicating and brainstorming 
with one another this past year on how to improve a situation or a program or a service to 
a child or to a classroom or group of students. In truncated terms, all four of them are 
dedicated to the district and the community and all are deserving of my public gratitude 
and acknowledgement. 


I am also grateful to the Hadley School Committee for supporting me through my second 
year as your Superintendent of Schools. Like the members of the administrative team, 
there have been many instances this last year where School Committee members gave up 
hours and hours of their free time to work on important school initiatives and policies. As 
a school community we are grateful to have such sincere and hard working individuals 
assisting and leading us. I wish to also take this opportunity to offer a few comments 
about School Committee membership shifts. After eighteen years of dedicated service to 
the school community, Mrs. Christine Sweklo left the Hadley School Committee ranks in 
the spring of 2002. I wish to publicly thank her for her efforts on behalf of our students 
and school personnel over her many years of committed service. Dr. Barbara Mathews 
then joined the School Committee during the calendar year, bringing with her much 
enthusiasm and energy for making contributions to the community and district in her new 
role. 


As I seek to close my second annual report, I want to remind everyone of one simple yet 
potent axiom: TOGETHER WE CAN MAKE A DIFFERENCE. I am more convinced 
than ever that the by collaborating and working together we can and will forge a strong 
future for the Hadley Public Schools; and I look forward to working with all of you to do 
my part to make that happen! Thank you.

NEASC Update 


In March 2002, the NEASC reviewed our Special Progress Report submitted in February 
2002 and continued full accreditation while forwarding six commendations as a result of 
the report. Having been evaluated in 1998 using standards that have since changed, we 
have been periodically upgrading to the new guidelines as we progress through the 
traditional ten-year cycle. Faculty, staff and School Council have worked hard in 
preparing the Five-year Report due in March 2003. Following their review of this report, 
preparations for our next self-study will begin in anticipation of hosting a Visiting 
Committee in 2008. 


Initiatives and Updates 


MCAS results for grades 7, 8 and 10 in 2002 were high, just as they have been since the 
test’s inception in 1998 at Hopkins Academy. Grade 10’s overall average score topped 
Western Mass. while grades 7 and 8 were second to Longmeadow. As the first high 
stakes class, all members of the class of 2003(enrolled at Hopkins Academy in 2001-02) 
have successfully passed both English and Math and are eligible to graduate (assuming 
all local requirements are met). The Class of 2004 is expected to qualify as well. Based 
upon the state’s new performance ratings, that also align with the Federal “No child left 
behind” law, our performance is rated as “High” with an improvement level “Above 
Target”. Congratulations to all students and staff for a job well done. 


As had been planned for the past year, Advanced Placement Physics and U. S. History 
were offered for the 2002-2003 school year. Mr. Duseau (nominated for the Disney 
Teacher of the Year Award in 2001-02) and Mr. Goodhue each successfully completed 
the required training last summer at St. Johnsbury Academy in preparation for this year. 
Thanks to Trustee support, the cost for our initial Advanced Placement testing will be 
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paid for the enrolled students, providing us with invaluable feedback in this, our first 
year. Tentative plans are being made for the possible addition of a Senior Advanced 
Placement English class in 2003-2004. 


Thanks to taxpayer support, the long awaited assisted lift (like an elevator) was installed 
during the summer of 2002. As required by the Americans with Disabilities Act, the lift 
provides access to the second floor for those in need of assistance. Special thanks to 
Carol Trane and Tim Neyhart for their time and effort throughout this entire project. 


We were also fortunate to be able to remodel and refurbish Room 201 (Mrs. Chapman’s) 
and Room 102 (Mrs. Cooke’s) this past summer. Mrs. Chapman’s Science lab was 
upgraded much the same as Mr. Duseau’s the previous year, while Mrs. Cooke’s 
Resource Room was repainted, recarpeted and refurnished. Local contractors, vendors 
and, of course, our custodial staff are commended for some fine work. 


School Choice students enrolled at Hopkins Academy for the first time since the option 
was created by Education Reform Act of 1993. Twelve students from surrounding 
communities joined our student body and were welcomed by students and staff. Just as 
other students whose families have moved to Hadley are assimilated into the school, the 
School Choice students have done the same. 


New staff joining us for the 2002-2003 school year are; Christine Clifford (now Christine 
Selig, following her October wedding)- Math/Science, Joy Barcome- Special Education, 
Sue Lehman- Nurse/Health Instructor, Ashley Wheeler- Special Education Aid, Ed 
Kostek- Custodian, Jackie Lapienski- Office Secretary and Mike Duffy- Technology 
Coordinator. Congratulations to Sara Bernstein (now Sara Young) and Ruth Ann Halpin 
(now Ruth Ann Fitzgibbons) on their marriages this past summer. 


Board of Trustees 


The Hopkins Academy Board of Trustees continued in their tradition of generous support 
this past year by awarding $18,500.00 in grants for numerous programs, equipment and 
activities. As always, their funding supports those endeavors that would be difficult or 
unlikely to be funded by the local budget. 


Dr. Joseph Zgrodnik, Scholarship Committee Chairman for the Trustees, awarded 
$18,500.00 in scholarships to fifteen members of the Class of 2002 at the graduation 
ceremony held on June 7, 2002. 


Supporting Organizations 


Each year as I write this report, it amazes me how many different groups have worked to 
support Hopkins Academy during the previous year. It is my hope that every member of 
these groups recognizes how much their support has contributed to the success of our 
school and the achievements of our students. 
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The Hadley PTO funded nearly $5000.00 in request while sponsoring the Back to School 
luncheon, Teacher Appreciation Day, Open House and Chalktalk (special thanks to Linda 
Castronovo). The Athletic Boosters, Band Boosters, Mother’s Club, Girl Scouts, 
American Legion, Young Men’s Club, Most Holy Redeemer, Police Dept., Fire Dept., 
Police Association, Park and Recreation Dept., Highway Dept., National Evaluation 
Systems, Council on Aging, Building Inspector and the Town Offices all have 
contributed in some way during this past year.

School teacher Brian Sheehy. The Distinguished Alumni Award was presented 
posthumously to Dorothy Russell. 


On September 11, 2002, a stirring memorial took place on the lawn of Hopkins Academy 
remembering those lost to terrorism exactly one year earlier at 8:46AM. Capt. Nicholas 
Young, U. S. Army Reserve (Dr. Nicholas D. Young, Hadley Supt. Of Schools) and 
Nancy Maksimoski, Student Council President each gave moving speeches to the 
assembled students surrounding the flagpole. Joined by Asst. Fire Chief Ed Dudkiewicz 
and Police Officer Brian Ravish, a moment of silence followed prior to the Hopkins 
Academy Band playing the National Anthem. The memorial concluded with the lowering 
of the flag to half-mast by David Mokrzecki (in honor of his uncle Col. Ron Golinski) 
and the playing of Taps by Adam Pipczynski. 


The League Champion Girls Basketball team had a great season and successful 
tournament that ended at the Curry Hicks Cage. The Boys Team also had an exciting year 
making it into the district quarterfinals. In the fall, both the boys and girls soccer teams 
earned tournament spots while the boys also copped the league title. Under interim coach 
Justin Campbell, the relatively young boys team went on the district final and a 1-0 
overtime loss to Gateway. In the spring, a long overdue honor was bestowed upon retired 
Massachusetts Hall of Fame Baseball Coach Ron Berestka as the field was dedicated in 
his name.

The following report addresses activities and programs of the Hadley Elementary School (HES) 
from January 1, 2002 through December 31, 2002.

Personnel Changes 


Several professional staffing changes took place at the elementary school during the summer of 2002. First, 
Amy Hermans, a second grade teacher last year, was transferred to first grade to become the 3" first grade 
teacher necessitated by this school year’s much larger first grade class than last year’s. In addition, in the 
interest of maintaining small fifth and sixth grade class sizes, a new teacher, Joshua Driver, was hired to 
become the sixth member of the fifth/sixth grade teaching team. Joshua had previously been working at the 
elementary school as a special education paraprofessional. Also, Julienne Singer was hired as the new 
elementary school nurse, replacing Susanne Lehman who was promoted to the position of District Nurse 
Leader. Through the use of grant funds, Molly Hoffman was hired as a part-time (2 days per week) elementary 
school adjustment counselor to help meet the expanding counseling and support needs of our elementary 
students. This position is shared with the Hatfield Public Schools (they also have Ms. Hoffman for 2 days per 
week), thus strengthening our ties to our “sister” school district. 


School Improvement Initiatives and Accomplishments 


Numerous school-wide initiatives and accomplishments were made during the past school year. The following 
are brief descriptions of the most significant among them. First, HES teachers across grade levels implemented 
with their students the new Scott Foresman Literature/Reading and Math series, respectively. Our teachers’ use 
of these current state of the art textbook series, which are aligned with the Massachusetts Math and English 
Language Arts Curriculum Frameworks, provide consistency in both the content and delivery of the English 
Language Arts and Math curriculum within grade-level, and provide greater continuity of curriculum instruction 
across grade levels. Moreover, the excellent lessons and related support materials contained in these new 
textbook series address the learning needs of all HES students. 


Through the dedicated efforts of classroom teachers in collaboration with HES administrators, grade-level 
documents that reflect alignment of HES curriculum with the most current Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks for Mathematics, English Language Arts, and Science and Technology/Engineering are nearing 
completion. These essential curriculum documents will provide all grade-level teachers with a specific 
blueprint of current state-mandated learning standards and related student-learning outcomes that will 


influence teacher instruction. 


During 2002, all students in Grades 2-6 were administered and completed the Gates-MacGinitie 
Reading Test. This norm-referenced reading assessment measured each student’s comprehension 
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and vocabulary grade equivalent, thus providing teachers with important data with which to plan effective 
reading strategies for individual student and group needs. In addition, 1‘-3™ grade teachers were trained in the 
use of, and administered, the Development Reading Assessment (DRA) to all their students. The DRA analyzes 
student reading performance within a literature based reading program, sets reading goals for each child, 
documents student progress, and matches readers to appropriate reading levels and books. 


At a school-wide assembly held in November 2002, William S. Edgerly, chairman emeritus of State Street 
Corporation and founder/chairman of the Foundation for Partnerships, presented the elementary school with a 
check for $10,000 and a plaque in recognition of HES having achieved one of the ten highest gains in the 2002 
MCAS tests in the entire state. 


Last summer, we were able to replace antiquated computer hardware and software in our elementary computer 
lab with current state of the art technology. 


In July 2002, most of our teachers and paraprofessionals received training in, and have since implemented, the 
Morning Meeting and Rules and Logical Consequences features of the Responsive Classroom social 
intelligence curriculum. This outstanding program provides a valuable means for developing and strengthening 
student social skills, such as — cooperation, assertion, responsibility, empathy, and self-control, which in turn 
enhances their academic performance. 


School and Community Connections 


We wish to express our sincere gratitude and appreciation to the numerous organizations that gave so 
generously of their time, efforts, and financial resources to our school. These included the Hadley Lion’s Club, 
Hadley Mother’s Club, Hadley Parent/Teacher Organization, Hadley Police Department, Daniel’s School 
Pictures & The Grenier Photocopy, Easthampton Savings Bank, Hadley Office, Fleet Bank, Hadley Office, 
National Evaluation Systems, Hadley Wal-Mart. 


Recognition and Appreciation 


I wish to extend my sincere gratitude and appreciation to all the teachers and support staff, including secretaries, 
paraprofessionals, custodial, bus transportation and kitchen personnel for their professionalism, dedication, and 
hard work on behalf of HES students. Their outstanding efforts have certainly contributed to the very high 
quality educational programs and services provided to our students.

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= REPORT OF THE SHADE TREE COMMITTEE 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The year 2002 marked the fifth year of growth for the numerous young trees in our Town Shade Tree Nursery 
adjacent to Hadley Elementary School. Along with the fast growing river birches, some of which had been utilized 
in 2001, numerous oaks and maples were large enough this year to be planted out. 


In 2002, thirty mature Town trees had to be removed due to death, disease or breakage. In their place, fifty-one 
healthy young trees from the nursery were planted along town roads and streets. These consisted of twenty maples, 
nineteen oaks and twelve river birches. 


In late winter 2002, the Town was under state administrative orders to finalize the closing of the former Transfer 
Station. In order to comply with the requirements of the Department of Environmental Management, a belt of trees 
was required on the east side of the Transfer Station property. Working with the Hadley Board of Health and the 
Highway Department, twenty-three large river birch saplings were dug from the Town Nursery and planted at the 
Transfer Station in order to satisfy the requirements of the state. At a conservative cost estimate of one hundred 
dollars per tree planted, this saved the Town more than two thousand dollars. 


In April 2002, a small number of river birch trees were also made available to townspeople to be planted in the town 
right-of-way in front of their property. This was announced through Channel 5 CATV. Seven town residents 
responded and received twelve river birch trees which they planted along the roadside adjacent to their property. 
The Shade Tree Committee is hoping to be able to continue this program for at least one more year. 


In other business, the Committee also monitored the tapping of town-owned sugar maple trees by a local business. 
More than two hundred trees were tapped with four hundred and sixty-one taps.

It is my honor to submit the third annual report of TV-5 of Hadley. 


Despite the budget crunch, TV-5 experienced a productive year in 2002. The one major purchase 
we made was that of an editing system that we badly needed. It is an Image Magic Squeal non- 
linear (computer based) editing system. Having the use of it has made our productions much 
more professional looking. We thank the voters of Hadley for supporting the purchase of it as the 
Annual Town Meeting last May. 


We also would like to thank Erik Lindgren, owner and operator of The Well-Tempered Music 
Library Company in Middleborough, Mass. for his generous donation to TV-5 of about $250 
worth of “buyout music” which we have been using as background music in our programs. 
Buyout music is a type of music that when you buy it, you are also buying the rights to use it in 
any of your productions. 


I’m very pleased to announce that TV-5 now has the capability of broadcasting events live from 
Hopkins Academy. We thank Charter Communications for performing, free of charge, the work 
needed to make this possible. 


In 2002, TV-S5 aired about 760 hours of public access type programming with topics including 
such things as polka music, dog care, the law, healthcare, alternative medicine, plays, concerts, 
obscure types of music, Hadley history, church services, human organ donation, just to name a 
few. 


TV-S also aired 101 government meetings in 2002. Here is the breakdown:

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Commission continues its review of projects which impinge on wetlands or are 
located in flood prone areas or near rivers. Every year there is more emphasis on 
improving the water quality in the runoff from parking lots, roads and other paved 
surfaces. And every year there are more questions about “rivers.” The Wetlands Act 
requires that new projects be set back 200 feet from perennial streams. That term 
includes not just the Connecticut, Mill and Fort rivers but streams like Harts Brook and 
maybe some of the ditches near Route 9. 


Now that the town is being hit with a wave of subdivision applications, it is more 
important than ever to protect prime Hadley farmland through the Agricultural 
Preservation Restriction (APR) program, which pays farmers not to develop their land. 
This state program will probably continue to be funded in spite of the budget crisis. 
Unfortunately, however, the rising price of land makes it hard for farmers to accept the 
state price limit of $10,000 per acre for restrictions. Would the town back a tax surcharge 
for this purpose under the Community Preservation Act? 


Change is coming to Hadley, including more and bigger development and the widening 
of Route 9 in 2004. The Commission could use help and advice in staying ahead of the 
curve.

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dad REPORT OF THE HADLEY LONG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Hadley Long Range Planning Committee is a volunteer committee comprised of eight residents from the town, a 
member from the Conservation Commission, and a member from the Planning Board. It is appointed by the Town 
Moderator. The Committee was created by warrant article at the Fall 2000 town meeting. It’s mission is to develop a 
long-range plan for the town in an open, public process, and to bring forward to town meeting for its consideration 
(working with the Planning Board) warrant articles to enact the long-range plan. The long-range plan will address land 
use and zoning, housing, economic development, natural and historic resources, open space and recreation including 
agricultural preservation, public facilities and services, and transportation planning. 


During this past year, the Long Range Planning Committee accomplished a significant amount of work. Among its 
accomplishments were: 


e The development, distribution, and analysis of a town wide survey. The survey was mailed to all of the nearly 
2000 households in town. The survey contained 260 questions in all. We received a remarkable, 43-percent 
response rate from town residents! The Long Range Planning Committee hired David Loomis from the 
Natural Resource Conservation center at the University of Massachusetts to compile the over 200,000 data 
points from individual responses. He also prepared graphs and charts summarizing the responses to each 
question. At this writing, the Long Range Planning Committee is planning to conduct a televised, public 
forum in April 2003 to present the results of the town of the survey results. 


e The implementation of an open, public procurement process to hire a professional planning consultant to assist 
the town in development of the long-range plan. The Committee prepared a Request for Proposals, received 
and reviewed proposals from a number of qualified firms, conducted interviews and checked references of the 
preferred firms. The Board of Selectmen and the Pioneer Valley Planning Commission entered into a contract 
on behalf of the Long Range Planning Committee and the residents of Hadley with Daylor Consulting Group 
of Northampton and Braintree, Massachusetts, based on their superior qualifications, experience, and proposed 
approach to helping the town. 


e The receipt of State and local grants to help off-set the costs of 2/3rds of the $60,000 long range planning 
effort. Received approval under Executive Order 418 for a $30,000 planning grant from the State. Of this 
grant, $25,000 is contingent on the town’s approval of the balance of funds required - $20,000. Received 
$5,000 in local grant aid from Easthampton Savings Bank and $500 from Florence Savings Bank. We also 
received a grant for $5,000 from the Western Massachusetts Electric Company to cover the expense of 
preparing and mailing a summary of the final, long-range plan to each household in Hadley when it is 
completed. This represented the largest grant that the electric company could provide under their community 
program. 


e Initiation of pre-planning work under Executive Order 418 by the Committee and Daylor Consulting. Daylor 
prepared and the Committee reviewed a demographic profile of Hadley, including population growth 
projections. Daylor prepared seven “resource” maps of the town of Hadley, on which our ongoing planning 
efforts will be based. The maps, to be presented at the April public forum, include updated zoning with 
overlay districts and flood plains, existing land use, build-out composite showing potential build-out of town 
under existing zoning by-laws, open space and agricultural resources including APR land and Chapter 61 A 
and B land, water resources, habitat and ecosystems, and special landscape features. 


The warrant article before town meeting this Spring is critical for completion of the long-range plan. Without the 
$20,000 appropriated by the town this year, Hadley will loose $25,000 in grants from the State and most likely 
$5,000 from local granting authorities - $30,000 in all. This money will not be available next year, as the State is 
phasing-out Executive Order 418 grants this year. Hadley will have lost a unique opportunity to preserve its natural 
resources, its quality of life, and plan for its future growth. 
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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS

The Zoning Board of Appeals hereby submits its annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 2002. 


The Board received a total of seventeen (17) petitions for the year; two (2) were denied, 
twelve (12) were granted (some with conditions), and one (1) remains in the hearing 
process. 


Two (2) of the above-mentioned requests were appeals of the Zoning Enforcement 
Officer’s issuance of “cease and desist orders”, and one (1) one was an appeal of a 
Planning Board decision. 


Three (3) of this year’s decisions are involved in legal system appeals and one (1) case 
from a previous year has yet to be resolved in the courts. 


The present Board members are working hard to encourage more cooperation between all 
the other Town Boards with whom we have dealings. 


As always, we encourage all citizens to participate in formulating changes upgrading our 
Zoning By-Laws as they come before Town Meeting in the future. 


Lastly, I would like to thank all of the Zoning Board of Appeals members for their 
generous commitment of time serving this Town and to all others who have helped us 
this past year.

REPORT OF THE GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The Library Board of Trustees is pleased continue to serve the citizens of Hadley by striving to 
provide quality library services and programming . 


This year the Board welcomed new Trustee Paula Barstow. Paula brings knowledge, enthusiasm, 
and a background in computers and mediation to our Board. 


The Board began celebrating 100 years of the Goodwin Memorial Library building by upgrading 
the library infrastructure with the help of new Director, Donna Kurkul. Bringing a professionally 
trained staff member on board also helped us begin implementing service areas identified in the 
Long Range Planning Process. The service areas focus on current topics such as best sellers, 
magazines, internet access, and recreational reading; formal learning which provides support to 
our local schools by providing materials and updated resources and related programming; local 
history by sharing the library’s historical collection, working with other historical groups in town, 
and programming; and by providing a common place for community members to gather, meet, 
and exchange ideas in an informal setting. 


A new Director also kept the Library eligible for the State Library Incentive Grant (LIG) and 
Municipal Equalization Grant (MEG). These are used for adding to the collection, programming, 
and when necessary for staffing. These grants require the library to spend 20% of its annual budget 
on library materials. In addition to this the Board and Director was also able to secure grants to 
continue our membership in the CWMARS Library System, grants for preparing and cataloging 
items for computer circulation, and the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation Grant for Goodwin and 
North Hadley which will be implemented in 2003. The Board is very concerned about the level of 
state funding available for the coming year as we have very heavily relied on this resource. 


The physical design of the library interior has also had changes this year in an effort to maximize 
space for book display and storage, highlight various collections and references, encourage easy 
access and use of materials, and to pave the way towards reorganizing and the collection. These 
changes have been aided by the generous donations of book shelves from Amherst College and 
work tables by National Evaluation System, Inc. 


Programming continued this year with ongoing children’s programs, a summer reading program and 
events, holiday programs, genealogy and family history programs, Book Club, and with the help of 
the Friends of the Library, a book sale, fall social, and a scholarship program for sixth graders of 
Hadley. 


The Board has continued to work towards upgrading and maintaining the main library building. An 
inspection of the building was completed by Inspector Gordon Tibbetts and plans are being made to 
repair areas in need as identified by this inspection. Some of the repairs are simple and will be able 
to be accomplished if we are able to maintain our current level of funding while others are extensive 


and will require more funding. 
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The Board wishes to thank and acknowledge the dedication of Librarian and former Director 
Miriam Pratt who retired after serving our community for 48 years. Much of her service went to 
maintaining the North Hadley Branch. We will miss you, but we know you are not far away! 


The Board also wishes to thank our dedicated staff, Donna Kurkul and Marilyn Mish at the 
Goodwin Memorial Library and Lindsay Whitmore at the North Hadley Branch. We also extend a 
warm welcome to Leona Jekanowski who has begun to staff the North Hadley Branch. 


The Hadley Libraries continue to welcome current and new patrons.

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Goodwin Memorial Library 
and North Hadley Branch 
Director’s Annual Report 2002 


It is my privilege and pleasure to report about notable accomplishments, advancements, and improvements enjoyed 
by library patrons and staff during this year-long Centennial@Goodwin celebration of the founding of Goodwin 
Memorial Library, 1903-2003. 


Throughout the year, over 500 children and nearly 350 adults attended over four-dozen programs and special events 
that included weekly story and thematic crafts hours during the school year, monthly Book Club Night Out, Friends’ 
Book Sale, Movie Night, the Star Spangled Summer reading program and events, a Halloween reading, and holiday 
music by the Olive Street Brass. The Library also sponsored informational exhibits and educational / recreational 
workshops featuring genealogy, local history, and researching your family history that coincided with the Telling 
your Story event at Hadley Hey Day. 


A library Centennial exhibit unveiled historical documents about library’s founders, the building and its architecture, 
and some of the library’s history. Hadley residents and researchers alike can now access newly cataloged electronic 
records for items in the library’s “Special Collections” that are now better identified, organized, and preserved for 
perpetuity. A resource guide is also available to assist genealogical and local history research in the Special 
Collections that contain nearly 100 new books on related topics. Library patrons found increased numbers of non- 
fiction and books on tape in the collections, not to mention the makings of a small formal Reference collection. 


Patrons responded favorably to new library signage that promotes library policy, location of materials, and library 
services such as the online public catalog and Internet access now available on newly networked library computers 
with resources and applications for patrons and staff. Although not readily apparent to our clientele, we made great 
strides towards ongoing improvement in our library infrastructure by streamlining in-library budget accounting and 
subscription ordering processes; by initiating the development framework for a library policies and procedures 
manual; by standardizing cataloging locations for easier patron access to materials; and by reorganizing procedures 
for circulation, interlibrary loan, outstanding loans, book purchase requests, and general library business.. 


Goodwin’s interior was enhanced by generous donations of recyclable seasonal décor and new Oriental rugs, newly 
purchased and donated furniture and equipment, and by donated shelving that increased space for housing the 
library’s growing collection in the library’s lower level where new computers will also soon be installed, 
compliments of the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation grant award of $33,070. Lastly, a comprehensive assessment 
documenting the building’s structural integrity and an exhaustive evaluation for fire safety and security system 
upgrades and their costs were completed. 


A newly established library volunteer program and manual enabled us to formally engage Simmons Graduate 
School of Library & Information Science interns for projects requiring specialized cataloging and preservation 
knowledge and skills, while we assigned other volunteers to accomplish library tasks that require minimum training. 
Library staff pursued ongoing skills development through onsite training, continuing education, and conference 
workshops to make better use of ever-changing electronic resources and equipment to implement requirements for 
routine operations, information services, inter-library loan, and cooperation with statewide library networked 
systems. 


The North Hadley Branch Library received much publicity surrounding the resignation of Miriam “Midge” Pratt, 
Librarian for 48 years. Leona Jekanowski was appointed to assume duties at North Hadley where many plans and 
changes are in progress to upgrade and eventually automate records for the library’s collections, and to install grant- 
funded PCs with Internet access and software for all patrons of ages. These are highlights of a successful year, with 
heartfelt thanks owed to numerous contributors.
